| week end.. Hechalutz is an organization of Palestine-bound 
pioneers. I cannot say that it was a well-planned or well-organized 
Convention. I cannot say that the leaders of the movement have 
always shown the necessary vision of understanding for the meth- 
ods of activity in this country in order to expand the work. 

And yet, the net result of what I heard and saw during and be- 
fore the convention is such as to evoke admiration. The Palestine 
emissaries, working against serious odds, have managed to keep the 
movement alive in this country and to expand it. Their faults are 
mostly faults of judgment and methods. Their virtues are those of 


selfless idealism, devotion and profound sincerity. The faults will ; 


have to by corrected—-but not by people who lack their virtues. 
« «€ a 
LET ME FIRST state the bare facts. 
There has been a movement for Palestine pioneering (halutziut) 
in this country, practically since the First World War. After 1939 
it became stagnant 2wing to war conditions. After the war it was 
revived. The movement was confined almost wholly to the three 
Jabor groups in the Zionist movement—the Poale-Zion, Hashomer 
Hatzair and the religious Labor Zionists (Hashomer Hadati and Ha- 
poel Hamizrachi). The two secular labor groups (Poale-Zion and 
Hashomer Hatzair) both belong to the Hechalutz organization. (The 
Poale-Zion young people go under the name of “Habonim”). The 
religious youngsters carry on by themselves, because their respect- 
ive organizations in Palestine are not affiliated with the Histadruth. 
Membership in the Histadruth is one of the cardinal principles of 
Hechalutz. 

These partisan divisions and relationships are the bane of the 
movement. Young American Jews who are reared in the East- 
European tradition or who fell into it, find themselves at home in 
this background with its interminable ideological squabbles, ‘The 
movement, such as it was, was confined to such elements, A. grows 
wp in a Poale-Zion home, joins the Habonim, quarrels with Hasho- 
mer Hatzair, later becomes convinced by the Hashomer Hatzair ide- 
@logy and joins the Hashomer and quarrels with Habonim. _ B. 
grows up in a General Zionist home, where Jewish and Zionist at- 
mosphere is intense, but disagrees with his parents and joins Hash- 
emer Hatzair etc., etc. The joint Hechalutz organization is made 
wp of both en a basis of parity. Representatives of both organiza- 
tions are in the “merkaz” (center). Often they treat each other like 
serutineers at an election. I was told by a bright Chicago youngster 
that im this city both representatives had to be present when a letter 
was opened. 

WELL, some young people like it, others don’t. Many potential 
halutzim are confused by such a situation. So far the appeal to join 
the Halutz movement has been made largely to young men and 
women reared in the small clubs and parties of intense Zionist 
tradition. I think there are thousands of young Americans who 
would be willing to put their shoulder to the wheel, but who know 
little about the intricacies of Zionist ideologies, but the right meth- 
ods must be found to approach them, 

Last year a General Zionist group of six was formed, which 
has now grown to nearly 100. This is an addition to the old group- 
ings. Some of these General Zionist halutzim know all about 
parties but don’t like ideological squabbles, Others are confused. I 
‘have seen both types. 

The movement has grown. The number of registered halutzim 
im this eountry has doubled in the course of one year. There were 
740 last year, there are 1312 taday. This number does not include 
the religious halutzim. A large proportion of the 1312 halutzim 
are on training farms. Others are waiting their turn, or have al- 
ready been graduated, or are training for some skilled trade by 
instruction or by permission of their headquarters. They mean 
business. " 

Let me repeat—the faults of the Hechalutz leadership in this 
eountry, such as their divisiveness and lack of vision in their at- 
tempts to utilize the possibilities in America, are greatly outweighed 
by their virtues of idealism and sincerity. It is far easier to cor- 
rect the faults than to replace the vrtues. 

sd * * 

WHAT HAS American Zionism done to help, to encourage, to 
guide—or at least, to finance—the halutz movement in this country? 
This is the most inglorious chapter in American Zionism. 

Let us look at the finances, The whole income for the year 
1946 is all of $47,751.39. Of that stupendous sum, the members 
themselves paid in $2,381 in dues. Over three thousand dollars were 
taken in from the sale of two yearbooks and pamphlets. The rest 
eame from the Jewish Agency (a little less than $20,000), the Ameri- 
ean Fund for Palestine Institutions ,$14,000), the Histadruth, the Na- 

“tional Labor Committee, contributions and “miscellaneous” (what- 
ever that means). Thus, the Jewish Agency in Jerusalem and Ed- 
ward Norman’s “American Fund for Palestine Institutions” account 
for the major part of the budget. ZOA—nothing; Hadassah—nothing. 
isn’t it disgraceful? 

In Canada, the Zionist Organization bought a farm for the 
halutzim and equipped it. Why can’t the American Zionists do the 
same? Must those youngsters live in tents and shacks and lack 
the necessary equipment? Must they sell raffle tickets to buy a 
tractor? 

Several months ayo, at a large mass-meeting in Madison Square 
Garden, Dr. Silver said—-to the applause of thousands of listeners, 
including prominent Gentiles on the platform: “We shall soon be- 
gin sending hundreds and thousands of young American Jews into 
Palestine.” Is this the way to send them? 

Last summer the Plugath Aliyah (started with six, now nearly 
100) was promised $50,000 for a training farm by the ZOA. They 
haven’t as yet seen five cents of those $50,000, and the last I heard 
about it was that they would settle for five thousand in cash pro- 
wided they could get going. 

t Now, wesuming the ZOA: shells out, it will have done its duty 
towards one particular group. There is a danger in it, because one 
: supporting one halutz group means more partisanship. The

Nowhere has Hechalutz met such an understanding of its 
needs and such a readiness for friendly co-operation. The allo- 
cation for the year 1947 will be close to $30,000. 

“(d) The Hechalutz committee consists of all Zionist parties in 
the United States. A year and a half has passed since it was officially 
established and nothing has materialized because of lack of willing- 
ness to do practical halutziut work and the neutral approach to- 
wards Hechalutz by the ZOA and Hadassah. 

“(e) Almost all contacts with the Youth Commission of the ZOA 
and Hadassah have ceased to work. The reasons for this determined 
anti-halutziut policy are partly unknown and they are partly due 
te their slogan of “service corps.” 

So there is a special committee for Hechalutz, but it’s no go. 
Why? Indifference, partisanship, unknown reasons and deliberate 
opposition to a genuine halutz organization in the name of a phoney 
paper-made circus parading under the name of a “Service Corps.” 

What sort of a cock-eyed concoction is this? 

Ask the director of the Zionist Youth Commission, Dr., Shlomo 
Bardin. It happens to be his baby just now. 

For my money, it is a degradation of the most sacred ideal of 
Zionism to the level of a Companionate Marriage Farce, of a Slum- 
ming-in-Palestine Lark, of a hollow vocabulary stunt... It will 
do for the present. I promise to find more fitting names as public 
discussion on the matter develops.

JowiEW YORK-—The Administrative Council of the Zionist Or- 


ganization of America this week issued a statement commenting 
upon Rabbi Stephen S. Wise’s resignation from office in the Z.O.A. 
and answering his attacks upon the organization. The statement 
was signed by Daniel Frisch, chairman of the Council. 

Asserting that in his press interview announcing his “regret- 
table resignation,” Dr. Wise made statements which “cannot and 
must not” go “unchallenged or unanswered,” the Council’s state- 
ment said: “Dr. Wise could legitimately have been expected to 
express dissatisfaction and disagreement with the deliberations and 
eonclusions of the World Zionist Congress after his return from 
Basle. Referring to him as “the most tragic figure” at the Con- 
gress, it added: “His friends, the very poor people who fought for 
Chaim Weizmann to the last hour, found it neither feasible nor 
even possible to assign to Dr. Wise a place in the new executive, 
or another position of importance. They retained even Dr. Nahum 
Goldmann. Not Dr. Wise. 

“What was not to be expected and what will grieve all Zion- 
ists of whatever shade of political opinion, is Dr. Wise’s unthink- 
ing attack on the Zionist Organization of America,” the statement 
eontinued. “Grand old fighter in so many causes that he is, and 
eonstant proclaimer of his faith in democracy, he seems unable 
to endure differences of view or political defeat without flaming 
anger. 

ine specific and thoroughly unfair accusation of Dr. Wise 
must be met, the accusation, namely, that the General Zionists 
of America have in the matter of the great and unrivalled Ameri- 
can relief funds ‘aided little and raided much.’ It is universally 
known and not denied that the General Zionists, though never 
representing the wealthiest stratum in American Jewry, have been 
the most generous contributors and, above all, the most devoted 
workers,” the Z.O.A. statement declared.

Withdraws From Z.0.A.; Calls 
Ambitions Unholy, Congress Futile

NEW YORK—Rabbi Stephen S. Wise this week announced his 


resignation from “all offices in the Zionist Organization of America” 
as an aftermath to what he charged was the ZOA’s misuse of its 
power at the World Zionist Congress. Dr. Wise was the founder of 
the ZOA in 1898 and has held various high offices in the organiza- 
tion since then. 

Stating that the Congress was “nothing less than tragic in its 
inadequacy in relation to a great hour,” Dr. Wise said that it was 
“a terrible defeat for the cause, nothing less than disaster. Measured 
by the Zionist Congress,” he continued, “the Zionist cause has fallen 
on evil days and ways. The heads of the Laborites and the Zionist 
Organization of America have succeeded in ousting Zionism’s great- 
est statesmen.” He described the new Zionist executive as “a Cab- 
inet not of all talents, but of all ambitions, unholy and unlimited, 
a Cabinet representing a maximum of compromise and a minimum 
of conviction.” 

Dr. Wise asserted that most of the issues before the Congress 
were not faced. “Little, if anything, was said in answer to the 
question: ‘For what should the Jewish Agency ask if it attend the 
(London) conference? Shall it be the State, Partition, Trusteeship, 
United Nations Control?’ Little, if any, consideration, was given 
to the question: ‘What should and could be done to end the reign 
of violence and unreason?’”

Say Britisher Warns 
Arabs to Take Partition

JERUSALEM—Britain is de- 


termined to partition Palestine as 
the only solution to the problem 
and will not retreat before Arab 
violence, Brigadier I. N. Clayton, 
who heads British Intelligence in 
the Middle East, told Arab lead- 
ers in the Levant, it is reported 
here. 

The Damascus correspondent 
of the radical newspaper Mish- 
mar reports that during a recent 
visit to Syria and Lebanon, Clay- 
ton warned the Arab leaders not 
to oppose partition and promised 
that they would have much to 
gain “if they behaved properly 
at the London conference,” which 
is slated to resume on Jan. 21. 

The British Intelligence chief 
is understood to have told both 
the Syria and Lebanese govern- 
ments that British would take a 
“friendly attitude” toward their 
various aspirations, if they do 
not encourage Arab opposition to 
solution of the Palestinian and 
Egyptian problems.

Don’t Come Back, President of Austrian Jews Says: 


Only 180 Get Oid Apartments Since Liberation

VIENNA—tThe Jews who fied Austria during the Nazi regime should not return now, David 


Brill, president of the Jewish Community of Vienna, declared in an interview here with a Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency correspondent. He offered this advice although he personally “would be very 


happy” to see them, Brill said. 


In opposing Chancellor Leopold Figl’s indirect appeal inviting the Jews to return to Austria, 
Brill pointed out that housing for Jews was still inadequate, with some 600 living in camps and bar- 
racks and with only 180 Jews having recovered their apartments since the liberation. 

He pointed out that while he is convinced by this time the Austrian Government probably intends 
to press its program of restitution of Jewish property, he does not know of a single case where a 
Jewish business or house has yet been returned. Brill also stressed the fact that anti-Semitism has not 
been completely suppressed and seems to be increasing as another factor which Jews who are think- 


ing of returning should take into consideration. 
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W HEN a man who bears the title “Rabbi” em- 
braces Christianity; when news commen- 
tators of Jewish extraction are reported to be toy- 
ing with the thought of conversion to Catholicism; 
when the head of a theological school warns us that 
the stream of conversion is in danger of becoming 
a torrent, many Jews are assailed by grave doubts 
as to the future of Judaism. Is there anything funda- 
mentally wrong with Judaism, they ask themselves, 
that.so many of our people are ready to abandon it 
like a sinking ship? It is to these disturbed Jews that 
I address myself. 

Judaism is not a proselytising religion—in fact it 
discourages prospective proselytes, while many 
Christian denominations spend fortunes in an at- 
tempt to lure Jews into their fold. For the money 
and effort expended, the results are pitifully small. 
The vast majority of those who make the leap from 
Judaism to Christianity are either uniformed neu- 
rotics who grope for something, they know not what, 
or charlatans who expect material gain from their 
new-found faith. We can well afford to be rid of 
both. 

I do not imply that there can be no sincere con- 

_ version to Christianity; it is philosophically admis- 
sible that a Jew might adopt Christianity from con- 
viction. The advantages, however, which a convert 
hopes to enjoy—political, economic and social—are 
so numerous that we are justified in suspecting that 
he who abandons a despised minority to join the 
dominant majority is prompted by other considera- 
tions besides conviction. Prefessor David Chwolson, 
a famous orientalist in Czarist Russia embraced 
Christianity in order to obtain a professorship at the 
University of St. Petersburg; but he utilized his ex- 
alted position in defense of his people. In answer 
to a question of a friend why he had become a 

meshummad, he answered: “From conviction.” The 
friend looked up in surprise, and Prof. Chwolson 
continued: “I am convinced that it is better to be 
a professor at the University of St. Petersburg than 


a Melamed in my native town.” 

ONE, HOWEVER, who forsakes the dominant 
group, with all the advantages and protection that 
it offers, and knocks for admittance into a small 
group that is hated and persecuted, has nothing to 
gain and everything to lose, except the comfort of 
a satisfying faith. It is interesting to note that in 
every generation we have had such sincere proselytes, 
Gere Tzedek, who, despite our dissuasion, threw in 
their lot with us. I am not referring to the many 
who come into our fold for the sake of marriage. 
Jewish law has never regarded marriage as a valid 
basis for admitting proselytes; and the growing ten- 
dency in this country, even among Orthodox and 
Concervative rabbis, to legitimatize intermarriage 
by encouraging the non-Jewish member to embrace 
our faith is, to my way of thinking, an unhealthy 
one. I refer only to true proselytes, who had no 
ulterior motive in their change of faith. 

The conversion to Catholicism of the so-called 
Chief Rabbi of Rome disturbed Jews all over the 
world. Was it a sincere conversion? According to 
his own statement, it was a gesture of gratitude 
toward the Pope for his efforts in saving Jewish 
lives from Fascist cruelty. Conversion should be 
prompted by religious conviction. It is known that 
Dr. Zolli disagreed violently with the Jewish com- 
munity in Rome. Some say he had worked hand- 
in-glove with the Fascists, and when Italy was liber- 
ated feared he would be punished, and therefore 
rushed into the protecting arms of the powerful 
church. When such a case comes to our notice, we 
should recall how many non-Jews voluntarily aban- 
doned their faith to embrace Judaism. 

BEFORE the destruction of the Second Temple 
the heathen world was groping for a more satisfy- 
ing religion; and Judaism, with its meaningful ritual 
and lofty ethics, exerted a powerful attraction, not 
only in the ranks of the common people but among 
the nobility as well. Philo Judeus, the great philos- 
opher and protagonist of Judaism, testifies that in

N the last month I have had 

occasion to visit a half dozen 
communities in the State of Cali- 
fornia and to address Jewish 
gatherings, at Los Angeles, Sac- 
ramento, Petaluma, San Rafael, 
Salinas, Berkeley, and under 
varying auspices. In all the com- 
munities I visited, I found among 
Jews an increasing sense of un- 
easiness and a heightening ten- 
sion in regards to their status in 
America, 

I felt impelled to assure them 
that their position in America 
was not as precarious as they 
had been led to believe, and that 
they would do well to occupy 
themselves with positive activ- 
ities that make for at-homeness 
rather than infect one another 
with exaggerated fears. Who is 
to blame for the state of mind 
that seems to afflict our people?

Are we serving them well by 
nourishing a sense of doom? 


THE STORY of the unmitigat- 
ed disaster that has befallen Eur- 
opean Jewry and the tale of strife 
and violence in Palestine is mak- 
ing its mark on the awareness 
of the American Jew. His mor- 
ale impaired, and ill equipped to 
interpret the trend of events in 
terms of his own destiny, he 
turns for guidance, for safety and 
well being, to the protective or- 
ganizations. 

It is deeply to be deplored that 
our protective agencies singly 
and collectively have not con- 
veyed to the American Jew an 
understanding of his owp secur- 
ity and of the forces that threat- 
en that security. Anti-Semitic 
manifestations are treated with 
lesser or greater concern and in 
a bellicose or subdued manner, 
but are not related to the total 
picture of American life. As long 
as we tolerate the existence of 
four competing agencies in the 
field of Jewish defense, so long 
will our people lack a sound un- 
derstanding of their status in 
America, 


SHOULD an anti-Semitic inci- 
dent arise which one of the 
agencies would treat as a minor 
infringement of good citizenry, 
we are certain to have one or 
more of the competing agencies 
hurl the challenge that American 
Jewry is being lulled into a fool’s 
paradise, and that the quiet treat- 
ment spells disaster. A rivalry 
ir regards to. watchfulness and 
belligerency is created and the 
average Jew doesn’t know wheth- 


er the broken windows of a syna- 
gogue or the assault upon Jew- 
ish school children spell the end 
of his security in America, or is 
but an expression of the tide of 
hooliganism that runs high in 
the aftermath of war. 


The periodic appeals for large 
sums of money to operate the 
protective agencies are no help. 
Whether the appeal be directed 
in cultivated tones to a small 
select group of Israel’s gentry, 
or in more shrill and exciting 
note to the masses, the same 
strategy is used — anti-Semitism 
is on the rise, as witnessed by 
this and that outrage, and unless 
Israel spends millions disaster is 
inevitable. Our organizational 
setup is of such a nature as to 
work the maximum of havoc and 
fear among our people, and the 
minimum of understanding and 
tranquility. 


In meeting the fears of the 
communities I visited, I tried to 
indicate to them why their posi- 
tion in America was still sound 
and secure, and that they ought 
to give thought to a program for 
living as Jews rather than scare 
one another into a state of hys 
teria and hopelessness.

A Cold Sober New Year 


ANUARY first is no holiday on the Jewish calendar, nor is the 
making of New Year resolutions a Jewish custom. The secular 
habit of taking stock at the close of the calendar year impelled me, 
however, to stand off at arm’s length from our American Jewish 
community life, to detach myself from it as much as possible, and 
with the impartiality of an objective observer appraise it as we cross 
the threshold of a new year. 

Freeing myself in this way from all pre-conceived notions, all 
personal attachments, and passing judgment only on the basis of 
what the honest man can see if he wishes, I found the outward 
manifestations of American Jewish community life shot through 
with fraud and hypocrisy and sham. Still in the new year spirit, 
but already operating more under the influence of our own Rosh 
Hashonah, I began to take inventory of the rottenness which is 
streaked through all that is fine and noble in Jewish life. 

The major industry in Jewish life, it can be denied by no one 
who is at all close to the operations, is the manufacture of publicity 
—the inflating of individuals—the performance of deeds not for their 
own sake or for their ends, but purely for the publicity and glory 
which will be consequent. Names in headlines, names on letterheads, 
names by the hundreds pouring out of the perpetually rolling 
mimeograph machines, names and adjectives seem to characterize 
our activities. 

& so x 

AS BAD AS VANITY is the hypocrisy of what we call philan- 
thropy. Contributors seem to give lavishly out of their excess in- 
comes—out of their 15 per cent income tax charity exemptions 
which would have taken as much as 80 per cent of their money any- 
how, and bask in the public glow as great benefactors of their peo- 
ple. And a new generation of Jewish leadership is emerging from 
their midst, as the masses pay obsequious homage to the superior 
intelligence, wisdom, learning and character—of men of wealth. We 
still measure by the gold standard. 

There is the intellectual dishonesty of people whose books and 
articles and speeches are written to order for them by others. So 
fashionable and accepted has the custom becorfte that the press in- 
forms us freely when President Truman’s staff is busily at work 
preparing his next speech. There is no longer shame for this de- 
basement of moral integrity, and it is done in Jewish life with equal 
lack of shame. 

There are those who raise money to fight anti-Semitism by 
frightening American Jews, and spend the funds so received to put 
out bigger and better fright propaganda to raise more money. There 
are those who unashamedly mulct the public of fabulous sums for 
the rescue of refugees from Europe when as a matter of fact they 
deliberately falsify and mislead. 

& + a 

THERE ARE WEEKLY ANGLO-JEWISH newspapers which 
racketeer the field by intimidating non-Jewish advertisers, through 
inuendo and suggestion, into advertising. Such papers lie, orally 
and in print, about their actual circulations, as was evident to the 
observant reader when the new Congressional law required all week- 
lies to publish their actual circulation figures last October. Many 
Jewish papers lied to the government about their status and their 
function, and so avoided publication of the damning figures. 

We find synagogue presidents or other functionaries whose ac- 
tivities outside the House of Worship is such as to reflect disgrace 
upon the Jewish people. There are Labor Zionists who preach about 
the social justice of the chalutzim in Palestine, and «in their own 
shops mercilessly exploit their employees. 

There is so much of cant and hypocrisy, so little of true hu- 
mility and consecrated service, one must indeed become a mis- 
anthrope to see how wicked mankind really is. The objective, de- 
tached view is too horrifying a spectacle. I leave that vantage point 
with a shudder, and return at once to the core, to the very center 
of activities, from which place one can not see the forest for the 
trees. It is much warmer here, much more secure and comfortable. 
One becomes: conscious of the excuses and explanations, the kind 
distortions and necessary exaggerations. The picture changes alto- 
gether. It is much more comforting not to be quite so honest, quite 
so objective, quite so penetrating. 

And so we have all long since learned to anesthetize ourselves 
against cold truths. All’s well with the world and with God’s chosen 
people.

ATHWAYS Through the Bi- 

ble“ is an exceedingly useful 
and timely book which I cannot 
praise too much nor recommend 
too highly. 

One of the common complaints 
among our people is that the 
Style, the language and the ar- 
rangement of the Bible makes it 
difficult to read and appreciate. 
In this there is a measure of 
truth, but only a measure. “Path- 
ways Through the Bible” is de 
signed chiefly to meet these “ob- 
jections,” and does so admirably. 

The procedure which Rabbi 
Mortimer J. Cohen, of Philadel- 
phia follows, is quite simple. 
While adhering to the Biblical 
framework, he provides the read- 
er with a simplified and an abridg- 
ed version of each book of the 
Rible, omitting the usual chapter 

nd verse arrangement. The type 

s large and clear and the format 
similar to that of any current 
book. The stories, episodes, dis- 
cussions, or prophetic utterances 
are separate units, with a title 
for each, and with an illuminating 
introduction preceding the chap- 
ter divisions, which differ from 
the Biblical. The neteresult is a 
‘continuity and a clarity exceeding 
the traditional makeup and ar- 
rangement of the Bible. 

RABBI COHEN MAKES it em- 
phatically clear that he did not 
‘intend this volume to supplant 
or supercede the Bible, but mere- 
‘ly to serve as an introduction. 
“Pathways Through the Bible” 
vas intended to. create within 
the reader a desire to go to the 
original, to discover the Book it- 
self. 

The beauty of the volume is 
|deeply enhanced by beautifully 
executed illustrations by _ that 
highly gifted Jewish painter, 
Stthur Szyk. Mr. Szyk is not 

aly a loyal Jew who takes pride 

1 his Jewish people and heritage, 

ut one who has used his art in 

n endless battle against Nazism 
and Fascism. As inspiring and 
as moving as are the many illus- 
trations, as deeply touching is 
this unusual dedication: “In 
March, 1943, my beloved seventy- 
vear-old mother, Eugenia Szyk, 
~yas taken from the Ghetto of 

odz to the Nazi furnaces of 
taidanek. With her, voluntarily, 
‘vent her faithful servant, the 
good Christian Josefa, a Polish 
peasant. Together, hand in hand,

I delivered from my pulpit pro- 
voked such an enthusastic re 
sponse. Many in the congrega- 
tion inquired after the precise 





name of the book, the author, and 
where it could be purchased. 
What is even more surprising, 
many instantly acquired the 
book and are now actually fead- 
ing it. I am passing on this in- 
formation, so that my colleagues 
ir. the ministry may not over- 
look this splendid opportunity of 
re-awakening in the hearts of our 
people a love for our Bible, and 
a better understanding. Very few 
are the books that can be used 
in a Bible class with better re- 
sults. 

The Jewish Publication Society 
of America has rendered a last- 
ing service to the cause of Juda- 
ism and Israel by making this 
book available, and the author 
has placed us under debt to him. 


BROKEN LIGHTS by Michael 

Aaronsohn. The Johnson and 
__Hardin Company. 337 Pages. 

ROKEN LIGHTS” is a thinly 
disguised biography of Mi- 
chael Aaronsohn’s early years. 
Although he is meticulous in 
stating facts, including letters 
and in some cases even giving 
names, between the pages leap 
forth the idealism, the faith, the 
Jewish loyalties and the love of 
his fellow-man that is and ever 
will be, Michael Aaronsohn. 

In describing his early years at 
a Baltimore orphanage, one is 
touched by his tenderness toward 
his widowed mother, deprived 
through poverty of the compan- 
ionship of her two older children. 
One feels also his deep affection 
for his sister, and his understand- 
ing for the austere and stern rab- 
bi who served as superintendent 
of the institution which was his 
home. Here, despite injured pride 
and hardship, he was inspired 
with an ambition to obtain an 
education, and with the desire to 
be of service to Judaism. 

HIS ENROLLMENT at the He- 
brew Union College seemed inev- 
itable, though preceded by years 
of fierce struggle. During his 
very first days at college, he is 
haunted by the World War I and 
the part he felt it was his duty to 
play. Despite exemption from 
military service, as a rabbinic stu- 
dent, and though exceedingly re 
luctant to pain his mother, he 
nevertheless answered his coun- 
try’s call, and enlisted. 

The major part of the book, 
concerned with his life as a sol- 
dier, reveals a constant solicita- 
tion for his dear ones, an unself- 
ishness towards his “buddies” 
and a burning desire to serve his 
country faithfully. A number of 
letters he wrote home during 
those years reveal concern to re- 
assure his loved ones about his 
own safety and comfort. That 
done, the letters make interesting 
comments about his friends in 
the service, about army life, about 
observances of Jewish holy days 
and festivals. 

THE CLIMAX OF the story 
deals with the terrible catastro- 
‘Phe which blinded om. He > 
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scribes the entire episode with 
fortitude and delicacy. The most 
poignant pages in the entire 
book are those which describe his 
stoicism in the midst of sudden 
disaster. The volume closes with 
the account of his return to the 
Hebrew Union College, with his 
graduation and ordination as rab- 
bi, with his work for the Union 
of American Hebrew Congrega- 
tions and his joy at the honor 
that came to him when he was 


appointed as National Chaplain -:- 


of the disabled American Veter- 
ans of the World War. 

As a student at the Hebrew 
Union College, I knew Rabbi 
Aaronsohn intimately, The unusu- 
al courage with which he faced 
his terrible ordeal touched the 
entire student body and faculty, 
deeply and profoundly. That 
Mike Aaronsohn made his life 
one of service and usefulness is 


a challenge to all who are per- - > 


manently handicapped. “Broken 
Lights” should bring comfort, 
hope and courage to all, but es- 
pecially to those who have met 


cruel adversity.

This was 
the first persecution of the Jews 
since the domination of Islam in 
the Pyrenean peninsula. The 

Jews throughout the kingdom 

were forced to sell their houses 

and lands and to lease the coun- 
try; but they soon returned. 


EATH of Myer Solomon, 
Founder of St. Albans Place 
Synagogue. He was appointed 
leader of the Denmark Court 
Congregation in London and took 
an active part in the founding of 
the synagogue in St. 
DEC, 31, Albans Place, which 
1940 was consecrated on 
Sept. 7, 1826. Solomon 
frequently acted as both chazan 
and preacher. He was a compe- 
tent mohel and shochet and also 
wrote two scrolis of the Torah 
which he presented to his syna- 
gogue, together with various 
other appurtenances. His bric-a- 
brace store was at 119 Pall Mall, 
where his Succah was hospitably 
open to many visitors. The fame 
he enjoyed brought him visitors 
from many parts. He delivered a 
funeral sermon, in English, on 
the death of George IV in 1830, 
and he also composed some He- 
brew hymns for various oc- 
casions. 


IRTH of Frederick Burr Op- 
per, The American Political 
Caricaturist.

have just had a visitor, Mr. Albert Rich- 

man, a fine old gentleman who called to 
tell me about his daughter in Germany, and 
maybe a lot of the readers of this column 
might care to help her in her blessed work. 
It doesn’t take much for anybody to be helpful; 
just a matter of sending little things like 
crayons and hair ribbons for little kids. 

Mr. Richman had in hand quite a_ package 
of such things that he was about to mail to 
his daughter. He was proud of her, the way 
she has been faithful to her dedication as a 
social worker in the European tragedy all 
these years. Others had become sick and tired 
of it all and had come home, but Gertrude 
Richman was staying on. She had been over- 
seas with the Red Cross through the war and, 
then, after a brief visit home, had returned 
to Europe with UNRRA. 

Now, in Germany, she 
orphans in her care. 
Eleven hundred of them. 
They were in the meager 
shelter of a former Ger- 
man army barracks, 
weatherproof all right, 
but scarcely a place to 
keep kids in. That was 
the best to be had, 
though, and Miss Rich- 
man was trying to make 
it as attractive as possible for them. (Yes, a bit 
of curtain in the windows might help. A gay 
ribbon in the hair would lift a troubled little 
head.) 

They were children from Poland and Hun- 
gary who had sought refuge in the U. S. zone 
of occupation in Germany. Through the war 
years they had been in concentration camps 
or hiding in the woods or the countryside. 
Even now they are wanderers in the world, 
though it was to have been a brave, new, good, 
bright world after the war. 

Miss Richman had written to her father 
about them. . .. “These children arrive be- 
draggled and malnourished, but with the will 
to have a safe and better future,” she said. 
There was enough of the basic things for their 
needs; the U. S. Army and volunteer agencies 
see to that.

BUT THERE’S MUCH ELSE besides bread 
that children need. ... “It is amazing that the 
finding of nails or paint or a hammer or a light 
bulb is the occasion for a celebration,’ Miss 
Richman said. “Sad but true.” 


She ,herself, goes about to hunt for such 
things; she buys them with packages of cig- 
arets. (Money has no value in Germany.) But 
there is much of this needed among the 1,100 
children and so little to be had, and she won- 
dered whether she should trouble Jews in the 
U. S. to send something. Not cash, just pack- 
ages of little things like curtain material, hair 
ribbons, crayons and pencils, 

Would her father ask? Mr. Richman had 
sent packages of his own and had gone among 
his friends who said yes, they were glad to. 





But there was so much more needed than he, 
himself, could gather. 

He had called on me to ask: could this col- 
umn speak to U. S. Jews on account of these 
children? It wasn’t much to ask for, was it? 
Just small things by which children could be 
made happier. Children require so little for 
happiness. 

His daughter had sent him a list of the 
things they want most: Crayons, hair ribbons, 
scarfs, pencils, paper clips, thumb tacks, draw- 
ing paper, curtain material. Writing paper, 
envelopes, thread, embroidery thread, needles, 
cloth tape, basic English-German books. 

“That isn’t much to ask for, is it?” Mr. Rich- 
man said. 

No. Not at all. Only in the recent weeks 
American Jews have been lavish with gifts for 
their own children, for Chanukah, and some 
for Christmas: Bicycles and electric trains, 
elaborate doll houses and portable typewriters. 
(I heard of a 16-year old girl who was given a 
Ford coupe for Chanukah, or maybe it was for 
Christmas.) People shouldn’t mind giving 
hair ribbons, crayons and scarfs. It is only a 
matter of filling up a small carton and sending 
it to Miss Gertrude K. Richman, UNRRA, 
Team 188, APO 757, U. S. Army, c/o Postmas- 
ter, New York City, New York.

SHE SAID PACKAGES should weigh no 
more than eight pounds and not too large. 
She described the place that is the home of 
her 1,100 children: “The barracks are bare and 
unattractive but we hope to paint and dec- 
orate. Everything is makeshift. The children 
are organized in groups — kibutzim with 
adult leaders. The children range from 4 years 
to 8. No education or home life since 1939. We 
have a few teachers available who have not 
taught for these same years.” 

It’s called the Rosenheim Children’s Center. 
It’s part of a camp for adults who are organ- 
ized... . “From the kibutz leaders is elected 
a governing committee which in turn elects 
a chairman. ... Everyone, children and adults, 
who belongs to the kibutz group hopes to go to 
Palestine . .. and have security from future 
persecution. 

“So far, we have started kindergarten, some 
school classes, adult language classes, library, 
club room, sports, theater, small tailor shop 
(only two sewing machines) shoe repair shop 
(equipment only for three cobblers). Each day 
we try to send groups to the mountains for 
a few hours’ outing and hiking. We must start 
vocational training shops but equipment is 
hard to find.” 

Yes, adds Miss Richman in a _ postscript 
there’s something else: Some tailor’s shears 
are needed and I myself attach an addendum 
to Miss Richman’s list: I notice some of the 
children are as young as four and there's a 
kindergarten class. Yes, some dolls, too, some 
toys that little boys like. 

Well, Mr. Richman, I’ve done what you 
asked in behalf of your fine daughter Ger- 
trude.

ign loss of their young peo- 
ple has been the cause of 
great concern for synagogues of 
every denomination. After com- 
pleting minimum religious school 
courses, the children too fre- 
quently drift away from the syna- 
gogue and from Jewish communi- 


ty life until, as adults, they feel 


the need of affiliation. In the 
interim, they have lost touch with 
and interest in things religious, 
and the community has lost po- 
tential leaders who should have 
been receiving their training 
during the years from 14 to 30. 


The National Young People’s 
League is Conservative Jewry’s 
answer to the need. It is divided 
into two national organizations 
under professional direction. Sen- 
ior Y. P. L. represents all leagues 
in the age range of from 18 to 
30 and Junior Y.P.L. accepts all 
local clubs from the ages of 14 
to 17. Thus there is a place for 
the young person to step into as 
he completes his formal studies 
—a place where he may put into 
use the things he has learned in 
Sunday and Hebrew school. 


WHAT ARE THE concrete ob- 
jectives of the Young People’s 
League? Max Vorspan, national 
director of Youth Activities for 
the Synagogue of America, in an 
article in “The Torch,” defines 
five major fields: 


1. Intensifying Jewish Feeling:

No Jewish organization can be 
isolationist. Our young people 
should be interested in all legi- 
timate activities of the larger 
Jewish community such as Zion- 
ism, Jewish education, Jewish re- 
habilitation and inter-group rela- 
tions. 


3. Working for a Better World: 

Our destiny as Jews is inter- 
locked with the destiny of the 
world. The course of world poli- 
tics today is determining what 
Jewish life will be in future gen- 
erations, and our young people 
have’ responsibilities in shaping 
the world. 


4. Enhancing Self-Expression: 

Max Vorspan feels that creative 
self-development as an objective 
of group activity has been too 
much neglected. Every ability 
and interest of individual mem- 
bers should be developed. Particu- 
larly capacity for Jewish leader- 
ship should be watched for and 
encouraged, for this is the place 
where future rabbis, teachers and 
community leaders will receive 
their impetus to serve their peo- 
ple. 


5.Enjoying Good Fellowship: 

Young people want to meet 
other young people and have par- 
ties, outings, and recreational ac- 
tivities of every kind in a con- 
genial atmosphere. The Young 
People’s League can give it to 
them.

I’m indebted to the column on foods in The N. Y. Herald Tribune 
for an intriguing name for an old Jewish favorite “nash” and must 
pass it along to you, Dear Readers. It is “Jewish Popcorn,” which 
Helen Shiffman of The Bronx, N. Y. explains is her answer to an 
age-oid problem of an English equivalent for “greeben.” 


Which reminds us that now is the time when geese are coming 
to market and some of you may be rendering the fat for Passover 
use, or just as supplementary shortening that goes so well with 
any meat dish. You'll be having lots of “Jewish Popcorn” from every 
goose you roast. For as you no doubt recall, greeben are delicious 
as a garnish for mashed potatoes, or Kashe-Varnitches, or boiled 
broad noodles, or added to the stuffing of same goose. Oh, yes, of 
course—how does one roast a big fat goose and get a maximum re 
turn of fat and greeben? 


Well, try the following: 


Roast Goose-in-a-Blanket 


After cleaning, singeing and drawing the goose, skin off all 
fatty outer covering, leaving the breast meat exposed. Prepare for 
the oven as you do any fowl, adding a rubdown of cut garlic inside 
and out. Make your favorite stuffing, fill the cavity and lay the 
stuffed goose on its back in an uncovered roasting pan. Now make a 
“blanket” of plain biscuit dough about % inch thick, large enough to 
cover and tuck in over all, using 2 cups of sifted flour, 3 teaspoons 
baking powder, % teaspoon salt, % cup of shortening and % cup 
ice cold water. 

Roast this in a preheated oven to 325° F, raising the tempera- 
ture to 350° F five minutes after, and allow 25 minutes per pound. 
The “blanket” should be golden brown and fairly crisp when done, 
and the breast section very tender to the penetration of a fork. 
Should the covering begin to brown too soon, reduce the heat to 
325° F. and baste with some of the gravy. But do not remove the 
“blanket” until serving time. 


Greeben 
(JewishPopcorn) 


Cut the outer fat and the inner fat clusters into cubes. Add 
water allowing for condensation while the skin covered pieces cook 
tender. Render over moderate heat, using’ a deep heavy skillet or 
pot, tightly covered for 20 to 30 minutes. Continue cooking at a 
slow boil about 1 hour and add % cup diced onions per pound of 
fat, approximately. If you’re fond of more onion, you may double 
the amount. When the onign bits become a rich golden brown and 
the fat particles deep brown, strain the liquid fat into a sterilized 
glass jar or crock. Use the cracklings or greeben for flavoring 
chopped meat, meat filling for Kreplach or chop with broiled goose 
liver (or beef liver) for canapes or other appetizers.

Have you ever tried Soy-beans? These are beans that we have 
learned to utilize in many ways since the first World War. They are 
sometimes called Mung Beans and in their “homeland,” which is 
China, there are many varieties. They are specially rich in vitamin 
content and are singularly free from starch, which makes them “the” 
perfect “diabetic food.” They look like our common garden variety 
navy beans, and are even more nutty in texture. You can buy them 
like any other packaged legumes (peas, beans, lentils, lima beans, 
etc.), or canned. The dried ones require longer cooking than navy 
beans but are well worth the extra time. Or, if you’re a pressure 
cooker owner, they cook in 15 minutes at 10 Ibs. pressure. 

Here’s a recipe for Baked Soy Beans you'll enjoy: 


Baked Soy Beans 
3 cups cooked soy beans 4 tablespoons molasses 
1 teaspoon Salt % cup boiling water 
% cup tomato sauce (or % teaspoon dry mustard 
chili sauce) % cup cracklings (or other fat) 


Combine all ingredients in the order given and bake in a covered 
casserole or earthenware bean pot 1% to 1% hours at 350° F., then 
uncover to brown evenly 10 minutes before serving. Serves 4.

Richard Gutstadt, head of the 
Anti-Defamation League, re- 
yealed at the conference of the 
Joint Defense Appeal in St. 
Louis that there was nothing to 
be done about the showing of 
“Abie’s Irish Rose”. He said that 
the A.D.L. had condemned the 
picture unequivocally, but that 
since almost $1,000,000 was in- 
volved in producing it, it would 
not be withdrawn.

Mr. Nath held his ground. 

Dr. Slawson took a _ strong 
stand on Communism and said 
he couldn’t see that the danger 
from the left was any less than 
from the right.

ing small communities as well. 
Here is one more example. 

In Cocoanut Grove, a Jewish 
family moved in and the child 
went to school. The classmates 
beat the child. When the child ob- 
jected to the teacher, she stood 
the child in front of her class- 
room and said that here is a simi- 
larity to which Christ had to suf- 
fer and it is no more than right 
for the Jews to suffer. This 
school teacher was dismissed aft- 
er action was taken by the Jewish 
War Veterans. However, you can 
now realize what perverted minds 
there are here even among pople 
who should have a certain degree 
of intelligence. 

I STOPPED in at the office of 
the Anti-Defamation League of 
the B’nai B’rith and asked George 
J. Talianoff, Florida regional di- 
rector, to give his opinion as to 
the problem of anti-Semitism at 
Miami Beach, and the possible so- 
lution, 

The regional director was posi- 
tive that there was less anti- 
Semitism in Miami Beach at this 
time than ever before. He did 
not concur in my findings and 
expressed the belief that the most 
effective remedy to racial prej- 
udice is through education, 

Another main cause for the rise 
of anti-Semitism here is the rapid 
influx of the Jews. There are 15,- 
000 Jews out of a permanent 
population of 32,000. In addition, 
there are approximately 600,000 
seasonal visitors, of whom about 
500,000 are Jewish. It is readily 
apparent that Miami Beach can 
be controlled by the Jews. 

According to the records of the 
anti-Defamation League, there 
were 47 hotel and apartment 
house owners in 1945 who used to 
publicly display signs in front of 
premises stating “restricted,” 
“Gentiles only,” etc. With the as- 
sistance of some Jewish organi- 
zations, I made a comprehensive 
survey which revealed only 8 
hotels and apartment houses still 
publicly announcing a policy of 
discrimination, and 7 additional 
ones which maintain such a poli- 
ev, although not announced pub- 
licly. 

I asked three of the hotels who 
discriminate against the Jews 
for their reason. The Marine Ter- 
race, located at Ocean and 27th 
with managing Director John B. 
Reid, did not give any specific 
reason except to say that no 
Jews were wanted at the hotel. 
The Broadmoor, located at 7450 
Ocean Terrace, with E. H. Dine 
as managing director, stated def- 
initely that the policy of exclud- 
ing Jews from the hotel is strict- 
ly a business one. It is the ho- 
tel’s contention that there is a 
class of Gentiles who like to be 
alone and that it is definitely not 
. case of racial prejudice in their 
failure to admit Jews. The third 
hotel is the Normandy Plaza, lo- 
cated at Collins Avenue and 71st, 
with Edgar I. Amthor as man- 
ager. They refused to furnish 
me with an. reason.

RABBI SHOULSON SEES ORTHODOX 
GROWTH IN ANSWER TO LETTER 


Editor, National Jewish Post, 

The response to my article on 
Dual Membership brought forth 
by Rabbi Youngerman was most 
welcome, because it gives me the 
opportunity to consider further 
some of the issues involved in 
this important discussion. If my 
treatment of the subject was 
“too superficial” I hasten to as- 
sure the rabbi that it was of 
necessity—due to my reluctance 
to fill too much space. I pre- 
ferred to wait for specific points 
raised by the inevitable “opposi- 
tion” to deal with. 


I am afraid that Rabbi Young- 
erman has failed to realize my 
motive in writing that article. 
Please be assured, dear col- 
league, that it was not that I 
“had cause to be alarmed.” On 
the eontrary, the trend of events, 
in the smaller community, at 
least, is clearly in favor of Or- 
thodoxy. In my own community, 
for example, the membership in 
the Orthodox shul is definitely in 
the vast majority, and shows 
signs of healthy growth. 


Furthermore, I am certain that 
had the good rabbi devoted 
greater consideration to my arti- 
cle, he would have realized that 
my concern was not so much for 
the Orthodox who were leaving 
the shul to join the temple, but 
rather for the so-called Reform 
Jews who insist on hanging on 
to their shul membership. It is 
they who are responsible for the 
problem that I outlined in my 
article. Did the rabbi not notice 
my statement that, “we of the 
orthodox would feel more reas- 
sured ...if the adherents of Re- 
form Judaism would, because of 
their convictions, refuse to be- 
long to the synagogue, or to any 
of its affiliated organizations.” 


Rabbi Youngerman seems to 
assume that I grant that there 
has been and will be a great 
shifting of membership from the 
synagogue to the temple and that 
I am worried about it. I deny this 
emphatically. In fact, I am quite 
tranquil about the future, and 
very confident. 


There is one aspect of Rabbi 
Youngerman’s reasoning, how- 
ever, that I fail to comprehend, 
no matter how hard I try. He 
claims that the “greatest single 
cause” of dual membership is 
not social, but is rather due to 
the fact that the Orthodox ele- 
ments are distributed by a 
“dichotomy developing in the 
minds of the youngsters when 
they are confronted with one set 
of teachings in the Hebrew 
School, and a different set of 
practices in the homes.” Oddly 
enough the rabbi concludes, then,

attempt to remedy the situation, 
seek membership in the Temple 
in order to avail thmselves of 
the benefit of Reform religious 
instruction. I assume that the 
rabbi means the type of “re- 
ligious instruction” which will 
condone the unfortunate “prac- 
tices in the homes.” (The rabbi 
is honest enough, anyway, to 
allude parenthetically to the in- 
adequacy of such instruction.) 

I dare say that the case is re- 
versed. Most Orthodox parents, 
who originally belonged to the 
shul only, joined the temple a 
decade or so ago, so that their 
children coulkd attend the temple 
Sunday School. The shul, at that 
time, had ne Sunday School, and 
a very poor Hebrew School. Now, 
however, that the shuls have es- 
tablished fine Religious Schools 
of their own, the majority of the 
children of the communities at- 
tend the Orthodox schools. It is 
an indisputable fact that the 
rolis of the Orthodox schools in 
the small communities are usual- 
ly at least triple those of the 
temple schools. 

Now the question is: Why do 
they still maintain their Temple 
membership? The answer brings 
us back to social vanity, for one 
thing,—also they can attend the 
social affairs of both—and, for 
another, it involves simply a re- 
luctanee to alter the status quo. 

Rabbi Youngerman’s naivete 
impelled him to misunderstand 
yet another point. That anony- 
mous Reform rabbi was not com- 
plaining about the Orthodox 
newcomers. He was referring to 
some of his supposedly strictly 
reformed Jews. 

His glib assurance that the 
children of these dual members 
will belong to the temple only, is 
entirely unwarranted by the 
facts. The future will see, rather, 
a rejuvenated and strengthened 
Judaism that will be based on 
the only possible type of durable 
foundation—the traditional.

DISAGREES ON WHETHER CONSERVATISM 





WILL PRESERVE JEWISH EDUCATION 


Editor, The Jewish Post: 

Carl Alpert usually writes well 
and logically but, in the issue of 
Dee. 20 he seems to be off the 
beam in his suggested idea that 
the answer to the problem of 
Jewish education may come, 
“though not certain,” he says, 
“from the still evolving Conserv- 
ative Judaism.” And, he says fur- 
ther, “only the Jewish Theologi- 
cal Seminary of America has un- 
dertaken a Jewish educational 
program on a scale anywhere 
near. commensurate with the 
needs.” 

Apparently Mr. Alpert is un- 
aware of the existence of the 
Vaad Hachinuch MHacharode, 
sponsored by the Mizrachi Organ- 
ization of America, and that the 
old and the new Agudath Yisroel 
are also actively working for Jew- 
ish education. Furthermore, in 
the past few years there has been 
a great increase in Yeshivahs, ¥e- 
shiva ketanos, academies and pa- 
vrochial schools in many cities 
throughout the United States, and 
none were sponsored by Conserv- 
ative groups ineluding the Theo- 
logical Seminary. 

Jewish education when divorc- 
ed from its religious background 
and theme is not Jewish educa- 
tion, and upto now all great 
scholars and teachers have come 
from chedorim and Yeshivahs 
that were steeped in traditional 
Jewish lore, and taught tradi- 
tional Judaism only. In fact, the 
leading scholars and teachers in 
the Conservative phase are. all 
products of Orthodox schools. 
Conservative Judaism, like Re- 
form, has produced nothing as 
yet in great seholars and teach- 
ers, and there is little prospect 
that they will. Because Conserv- 
ative congregational schools us 
ually are open only three days a 
week with an hour or so of study, 
and a. child can hardly get any 

wledge at all in three to four 
ours a week of schooling. 

Furthermore, the Conservative 
seminary is now split between 
we ideologies, their old ideology

and new Aeconstructionist theo- 
ries, which attempt to undermine 
the very essence of Judaism, 
They have no platform, either, be- 
cause every Conservative rabbi 
creates his own ideas, styles and 
fads, whether it’s in the obsery- 
ance of Shabas, or Kashrus, etc. 
Therefore, how can Mr. Alpert 
expect and think that the “evoly- 
ing Conservative Judaism” has 
the answer to the problem of 
Jewish education? 

However, it is true that most 
of the so-called Bureaus of Jew- 
ish Education are affiliated with 
the Conservative wing because 
they have been well organized, 
with a central headquarters in 
New York. But as I have already 
stated, they have produced noth- 
ing because their institutions are 
not manned by religious inspired 
leaders. “And, directors and teach- 
ers who are not loyal to tradition- 
al Judaism do not, therefore, be 
live in their calling and are worth 
less.” Thus spoke Professor Mir 
sky, the dean of the Rabbinics 
Department of the Yeshiva Uni- 
versity recently at a Mid-Western 
conference of the Vaad Hachi- 
nuch Hacharode in St. Louis. For 
this reason, and others already 
stated, if the Jew and Judaism 
will survive, it will only be be- 
cause and through intensive Jew- 
ish education that ean be had in 
traditional Orthodox schools. 
Neither Reform ner Conserva- 
tism is our means of survival, 
because these are only passing 
phases on the Jewish scene, as 
both are based on style and so 
cial effect. 

We read and speak of preserw 
ing the American way of life 
based on American tradition and 
Constitution; so it is with us 
Jews. To preserve the Jewish 
way of life is te follow the path 
of Jewish tradition based on the 
Jewish religion and our code of 
laws as written and enunciated 


-by our founding fathers.

AT many feared would eventually happen at Madison 

Square Garden occurred in the final moments of the City 
College-Wyoming basketball game. With four minutes playing time 
remaining Nat Holman, coach of the New York five, was seen, by 
the fans, to rush over to the Wyoming bench and point his finger 
in a threatening manner at Coach Everett Shelton. A minute later 
Holman again was back at the Cowboy bench apparently ready to 
punch Shelton in the nose. Restraining himself to the utmost Nat 
finally returned to his own bench, a seething individual. 

Developments revealed that Mr. Shelton was advising his boys 
to get “the dirty Jew boys and the dirty niggers.” At first Holman 
could not believe his ears but Shelton evidently repeated his in- 
structions often enough so that Holman knew beyond a doubt that 
he was not hearing things. After the game Shelton cooly told Milt 
Gross of the New York Post that there was nothing wrong with his 
remarks and that “the Jews were getting away with everything in 
New York.” 

At the New York Basketball Writers’ Association weekly lunch- 
eon Holman shook hands coldly with Shelton evidently expecting 
the westerner to apologize for his remarks made during the heat 
of battle. Imagine the surprise of the luncheon guests when Shelton 
refused to apologize for his atrocious behavior the preceding Sat- 
urday night. 

“J did not think anybody would take any offense at what I 
said,” Shelton offered by way of what he thought was an explana- 
tion. “When we play Indian teams, we call them Indians. When 
we play Jews, we call them Jews. All I said the other night was this 
*The Jews are getting away with murder.’ I said it only once, and 
I did not think Nat heard it.”

Holman heard much more than Shelton claimed he uttered. 
In fact, Nat insists that he will ask the National Collegiate Ath- 
letic Association to bar or expel Shelton. Blair Gullion, president 
of the National Basketball Association of Coaches, however, in- 
formed this writer over the telephone that Shelton never be- 
longed or joined that body and therefore was not subject to 
disciplinary action by the group.
